The wireless communication says: 

“M. Trotzky yesterday reported to 
the all-Russian central executive com- 
mittee of the councils the results. of 
the Brest-Litovsk negotiations. All 
parties, including the opposition 
groups, recognized that the decision 
taken vy the commissioners was the 
(only correct and dignified outcome of 
‘the newly created international situa- 
' tion.

WAR, NOT PEACE, 
FOR BOLSHEVIKI. 


London, February 15.—Germany has 
resolved to renew military § activities 
against northern Russia. This decision 
is said to have been reached at a con- 
ference at imperial headquarters, spe- 
cial dispatches from Holland say.

The “no war, but no peace,” plan of 
Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik foreign 
minister, was rejected at the confer- 
fence, according to the Amsterdam cor- 
respondent of The Daily Express, and 
as Trotzky does not want peace, he 
will get war. 

Invasion of great Russia, it is added, 
will continue at any rate until Petro- 
grad is occupied by German troops. 

This, according to the correspondent, 
does not mean necessarily 
Germans will immediately try to reach 
Petrograd, but more probably that 
they will support the Ukraine by force 
of arms. It is declared that this is all 
part of Germany’s scheme for breaking 
up the former Russian empire with a 
view to extending her own power and 
influence over the new states, of 
whom it is posing as protector. 

It is certain that the Bolsheviki are 
now moving troops against the Uk- 
raine, a Berlin dispatch to The Koel- 
nische Volks Zeitung says, and the 
central powers do not intend to allow 
themselves thus to be robbed of the 
fruits of their lately concluded peace. 
The newspaper adds that it “probably 
has been decided at the conference at 
imperial headquarters to resume oper- 


ations on the northern Russian front 
for the protection of the Ukraine.” 


'AUSTRIAN EMPEROR 
SEES MORE WAR. 


Amsterdam, February 15.—Emperor 
Charlies has issued an army order in 
connection with the Russian declara- 
tion of termination of the war in 
which he reviews the events of the 
war leading to Russia’s military col- 
lapse. The order, as quoted in a Vienna 
dispatch, continues: 

“And yet the hour has not come 
when I am able to recall my warriors 
to their homesteads. But their return 
will come. Then may my peoples draw 
strength from eir recollection of the 
glorious deeds of their sons, for new 
prosperity. May God be with us.” 

A Vienna dispatch says Count Czer- 
nin, the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister, replying to an address of the 
burgomaster, who welcomed Czernin on 
his return to the Austrian capital, said 
it was the war aim of their supreme

Hart, Tax Commissioner, 
Will Show Georgia Total 
Exceeds Billion Dollars. 


Judge John C. Hart, state tax com- 
missioner, has just completed his 1917 
report, and it is now in the hands of 
the public printer. A summary of. the 
taux digests of the state show an in- 
crease of $32,473,740 over last year, ex- 
clusive of railroad property. With the 
railroad property, the latter being re- 
turned to the comptroller general, the 
total increase will amount to $38,000,- 
oOo. 

The largest single item of property 
returned is city property, amounting to 
$287,984,364. “Improved lands” amount 
to $244,574,762. Railroad and other cor- 
poration returns amount to $157,697,806. 
With all the other property of the state 
the grand total ameunts to $991,659,3816. 
Altogether the taxable values of the 
state has increased since the passage 
of ¢he. equalization tax act approxi- 
mately $130,000,000. 

It is confidently predicted by Judge 
Hart that values the present year will 
easily exceed a billion dollars. In fact, 
it is necessary, in order that the state 
may meet its appropriations to the pub- 
lic schools, pensions, eleemosynary in- 
stitutions and maintain her civil estab- 
lishment, that this figure should be 
reached.

Enemy Aliens Serving 
In Army on Equality 
With Other Soldiers 


A ruling has been received by Major 
Joel B. Mallet, adjutant general for 
Georgia, from the office of the bureau of 
war risk insurance of the treasury de- 
partment at Washington, D.C. This is 
to cover the question of the rights of 
enemy aliens who have been drafted 
into the service of the United States, 
in respect to the war insurance now.

As the Tesult of Camp Gordon's in- 
tensive drive for the sale of govern- 
ment war risk insurance, 95.2 per cent 
of the Eighty-second division is writ- 
ten up with a total of $203,093,000, ac- 
cording to the latest figures available 
on the campaign, which closed Tuesday 
night at midnight, which were given 
out by Captain LL. W. DeMotte late Fri- 
day afternoon. 

As yet the full returns have not been

FRENCH NAVAL PLANES 
SINK A SUBMARINE 


Paris, ‘February 15.—An encounter 
between two French hydroairplanes 
and a German submarine in the Eng- 
— channel recently probably result- 

n the sinking of the U-boat after it 
had been bombed by the planes, ac- 
cording to an official announcement by 
the French admiralty. 

The airplanes were on patrol duty’ 
over the channel when they discovered 
the submarine on the surface. They at- 
tacked it after maneuvering so that 
the sun was at their backs and the sub- 
marine plunged, but it did not disap- 
pear before the aviators had succeeded 
in dropping several bombs on or near 
the periscope. 

While one airplane returned to the 
base for more bombs the other kept 
watch and saw the submarine emerge 
after a few seconds with a list to port 
of 45 degrees.

Captain Castle, widely known as a 
dancer, was killed when he prevented 
what would have been certain death 
for him, the cadet with him and an 
aviator in another: plane who was land- 
ing nearby at what is known as a “blind 
angle.” The aviator could not see Cas- 
tle’s machine which was on the ground 
and did not hear it because of the 
noise of his own engine. 

Captain Castle saw the colliston com- 
ing and “zoomed up” seventy-five feet, 
but went-at such an angle that his 
engine died, unable to push the plane 
farther. So close was the escape from 
a serious collision that Castle’s plane 
struck the other plane’s tail, smash- 
ing it. 

Castle’s plane turned on its side, then 
plunged nose downward to earth. He 
sought to right it, but there was not 
time enough. Had he been twenty feet 
higher he could have landed safely. 

Captain Castle was one of the best 
liked men on the aviation fields. Tears 
streamed down the cheeks of officers 
and men as they worked releasing his 
badly mangled body from the wrecked 
plane. All Fort Worth, Camp Bowie 
and the aviation fields plainly showed 
the deepest regret at his tragic death. 

The funeral, the largest and perhaps 
the most impressive ever held here, 
will be attended tomorrow afternoon by 
officers and cadets of the Royal Fly- 
ing squadrons and the American fly- 
ing squadrons. 

A detachment from the Royal Flying 
corps will escort the body to New York 
for burial
